The fact was first made public yesterday after-
noon by a rumor, which was subsequently con-
firmed by Inguiries at hus office and elsewhoere,
His flight was the subject of general comment.
He bnd made d hls escape when Colonel
Whiteley, the Government detective, took pos-
seesion of hls office yesterday, proparatory to
making an examination of hig accounts. When
it is kuown that the receipts of this office ocea-
glonally amonnt o from 50,000 to § 100,000 in a
single day, the sudden action of the Colonel,
which wos taken under the direction of the
Solicltor of the Treasury, will be sufliciently ex-
plained.

PRIVATE INVESTIGATION DY
PIELD.

A day or two ago, Sollcitor Banfield, of the
Treasury Department, and Mr, Smith, of the
Internal Revenue Bureau, came on to this city
from Washington to investigate Mr. Bailey's
recent seizures of books and property. They
had several secret sesslons, and it 1s snd that
they heard some charges agalnst the Collector
which were based on documentary evidence,
While they were enmﬁed in this task, Mr. Bailey
was absotbed In the Fullerton trial, remaining
dally by the eide of Judge Plerrepont for the
purpose of suggesting questions to be pro-

ounded to the witnesses against the Judge.

he nature of the charges made against Mr.
Bailey has not yet been disclosed; but bank
checkks with his Indorsement for various
ameunts of money, which are said not to have
been accounted for to the Trensury Department,
have been used as evidence agalnst him.  He is
believed to have expended n lorge amonnt of

gence was only temporary and for a legitimate

SOLICITOR BAN-

NOT SEEN FOR TWO DAYS.

The Sun reporter then went to the Deputy
Collector In the office below. Mr. Balley's
deputy stated that bls chifef had disappearad.
He bad not gcen Lim for two days, did not know
where he had gope, and was very naturally
yreatly concerned nnd anxiouns about his ab-
sence. That his necounts were disordered or
inaccurate, or that he was in any way a de-
faulter, the deputy denied. Everyhody was st
his post in the office but Mr. Hsiley. The
deputy had scen Mr. Banfield, of the Treasury
Department, on Thursday, Mr, 8mith, of the
same department, on Friday, together with Mr,
Plerrepont, District Attorney.

vessel, which was to carry the shipment away.
The glycerine to be shipped was carrled first by
the men to a wagon, In which it was transported
to the vessel, Five hands were at the time of
the occurrence at work In the factory, Sebastlon
Bourmon and his son Leonard, Richard Hentz
Henry Richter, and Herman Myer, and a son of
Hentz, who bore the eame christlan names with
hin father, was there for the purpose of collect-
ing money due him by the proprietor of the
establishment. According to the testimony of
Leovard, It seems that his father, SBebasting,
waa carryiog o bag of the materini to the wagon,
when he let it fall, and the explosion followed.

Sebnstian  Kourmon, Henr chter, Herman
Meyers, the foroman of the men, and youn
Richard Hentz were killed outrlght, an

Richard's fatbher was seriously In{ured. The re-
mains of the men were écattered In every direcs
tion, and they were so mutilated that no plece of
them welghing over ten pounds was found. They
ware guweruf}nm baskets, and now lie in the
factory awalting burial. The only man who
escaped unhnrmed was Leopard Kourmon., He
lay in the wagon, be testified, and as if byjamira-
cle he eseaped unharmed. The testimony of
thia witness had not been coneluded, when the
Ingnest was ndfunrnml until Tuesday morning
next, at 10 o'clock,

Crowdas of spectators from all the nelghboring
country gathered at the futal spot yesterday to
view the ruins. The debris had not vet been
cleared away, and it 1s not known whother any
of the glycerine yot remalns intact buried
under it.

The factory, orlginally occupied by the New
York Boet Sugar Company, was the property of
William Lawton. At the time of the
aceident there were stored In It 7000 pounds
of nitro-glycerine, with materlal for the manu-
fncture of about ten tons more. The value of
property destroyed exceeds 875,000,

The oceupation of the place by Tall. P, 8haf-
ner woas not agreeable to the residents in the
nelghborhood, and they appealed to the Legis-
lature some time ago Lo pass an act prohibiting
the proprietor from conducting this business.
The Legislature complied, and an act wis passed
a few days ago ordering the removal of the
manulactory.

The testimony of Dra, Kirkbride and
Jones, of the Pennsylvania Hospital for the Insane, [s
clear upon this point; and if we odd to what they have
faid upon the subject the testimony of the eminent
wedical gentlemen who mads & protracted and
critical examination of the relator, 1or the purposs
of testing his sanity or insanity, we can have no
room for doubt that [t 18 every way judiclous to
place him under the care of those who are compe-
tent L0 give to him the apdvautage of great experl-
ence and acknowledged skill in the treatment of
!lunmnu anmieted with meutal nnsoundness, Doctors
ioddard, Pepper, Itay, Fricke, and Keller, gentle-
mon of integrity, mltking with the most eminent
in the profession of medicine in Phila-
delphia, agree that npon some subjects his
mind (8in an oponatural and anhealthy condition ;
that his delusjons are cledarly marked ; and that it (s
boest for the patient that he should remain where he
now 14 for trentment, with a view to his restoration,
Several of these gentlemen say that, in thelr opinion,
it would not be sufe to the community, and all agreo
that It would nat be safe to himaelf, if he were
allowed togo atlarge, free to control hisa own ao-
tions and to follow the inclinations of a mind off (ta
bunuee, and impressed with the pellef of the exiat-
guee of o conspiracy to restrain him of his liberty for
the purpose of getting wrongful possession of his
prnﬁortr.

The testimony of Dr, Ridgely established the faoct
thit the relutor meditated the takiog of his own
Ire,  Asked the witness to procure pelson for him,
to be used for this purpose, saying that he wished to
take his life to prevent the physiclans from killing
nim, Asked for prosgie acld, and offered to give
money and other property to the witness, If he
wonld get It for him.

11 we are to be governed by the testimony the con-
clugion I8 lrresistible that Dootor Rosenberg re-
quires care and treatment such a8 he will recelve in
the Insutution in which he has been placed; bat one
physician, Doctor Bascom, differing n opinion with
wll the nl.“lern. and he l&m!ltlng that he had not
made & critical or sccurate examination of the
patient,

It s, however, claimed that the relator 18 entitled
to Ll discharge because of the want of a proper
legal authority to receive him into the Institution at
the time at which he was tuken to the hospital by
his brother and the physiclan in charge of the
Jewlah Hospital tn this eity. The retarn to the writ
asserts the presentation to Dr, Jones of a copy of
roceedings In lanacy taken before g judge of the
‘robale Court of Cuyshogn county, Ohio, ander
which Dr. Kosenberg woas declared to be insane,
Dr. Juties at first refused to receive the relator, but
alterwards consented to his remalning in the hespl-
tal, with his brother, until the nec ssary papers
conld be obteined from Cleveland, The swme day
the brother left the city of Philslelphin
without notice to the oficers of the Instisution,
and subsequently salled ror Europe. Under whese
clrcnmsetances, and the convietion In the minds of
the physiclans in charge of the hospltal that Dr.
Hosenberg was iusane, It was deemed oy them ad-
visable to take care of him untl the necessary
raperu were sent to them, ‘The certificates required
)y the nch of 2uth April, 1849, were recelved on the
2Tt day of November Iast, Dr, Rosenherg having
been taken to the institution on the 12th of that
month, The return further sets ount  that
Dr. Hosenterg Was then regularly entergd
on the books of the hospital as a  patient;

Thomae presenting no claims upon the people
that are recognized as warranting the expendl-
ture of £10,000,000 to secure It, the annexation-
ists ure now devoting thelr whole time and at-
tention to the enge of Ban Domingo. The Senats
Committee on Foreign Affaird does not appear
to regard the scheme with favor, having voted
to report agninat it; but the Président lias be-
come [ts special champion, and 1t I8 thought
that, when Mr, 8umner presents his adverse re-
port in the Senate, that body will order the
whole subject back to the committes for further
congideration, in connection with various maps
and doeoments not examined hitherto, which,
It 1s hoped, will canse the committee to reverso
its action and recommend the ratification of the
treaty with President Baez. In exdountlye ses-
slon on Thursday last it was decided to make
the treaty the specinl subject of discussion in
gecret session on Wedneeday next, and for that
purpote the executlve session will begin at 1
o'clock, and the whole day devoted to it. In
view of the importance which 15 attached to the
annexation scheme, the facts concorning  San
Domingo given below will be read with interest
at this time.

The Republle of San Domingo.

The Dominican républic, the eastern porfion
of the island of Haytl, comprises nearly three-
fifths of the laland. Its name ls derlved from
the ancient Spanish appellation of the lsland—
San Domingo, Its arca I8 estimated at 17,500
square wiles. Its population is about 200,000,
of whoin one-tenth clalm to be whites; the rest
are of African descent, or of mixed African
and European. The boundary between It
and the Haytien republic is an lrregular line
drawn from the mouth of the river Magsacre,
on the north coast of the island, to the river
Anses-a-Pitre, or Pedernales, on the sonuth
const, The Interlor of the republic conslsts

. ask  tooan elay
tion of G000 to 8000 feet, and covered w&

magnificent tropleal forests. From the
bage of these mountalng large plaing, watered
by numerous streams, stretch towards the coast.
Of these plains, the Vega Keal (Royal plain) and
those of the Sayna, the Azua, and the Neybe are
the most densely populated. Among the rivars,
most of which bear the character of mountain
torrents, the Great Yaqui, emptylng into the
Bay of Monte Christo; the Yama, whese em=
bouchure s in the Bay of Samana; the Higuey,
the Gaboon, Boco, Bocaris, Brujuelas, Ozoma,
Jayna, Nigao, Bani, and Neybo deserve to be
mentioned. The harbor of 8t. Domingo city 1s
one of the best; next to it the Bay of Samana
offers an excellent roadstead. Of the lgsser
islands on the coast belonging to the republic,
Beata and Baona are the most considerable,
History of the Republie.

The territory belonglng to the present re-
public was under the rule of Spain previous to
1705, when, by the treaty of Basle, it was united
with the Haytlen portion under the domluation
of France. When, after terrible struggles, the
eolored population of the lsland had beceme
independent of France, the tyranny of Dessa-
lines drove the Dominleans buck into the arms
of Bpain, which thus regained possession of its
former colony in 1808, B

The next year the Dominicans declared thelr
Independence, abolished slavery, and remalned
in an unsettled state untll 1823, when the whole
island was united oondera republican form of
government, and Boyer, the President of Hayti,
was chosen President for life.

First Presldency of Santann,

But in 1844, the negroes of Haytl having suc-
coeeded In elevating General Riviere to the Presi-
dency, the Dominicans, encouraged by the
friendly assurances of the French Consul-Gene-
ral Moges, again formed a séparate government
(February 27)*under the auspicos of the “‘libe-
rator” Pedro Bantana, who defoated Riviere
near Santiago (April ¥), thus securing the inde-
pendence of his country. Recognized by
France, a treaty of friendship and commerce
with which power was concluded October 23,
1848, and by Great Britain (treaty of amity,
commerce, and navigation concluded in May,
1850), the Dominiean republic upheld her Inde-
pendence successfully agalnst repeated offorts
of Boulouque, the ruler of Haytl.

¥he Trenson of Jimenes,

The Presidential term of Santana having
ended in 1849, Jimenes was elected his succds-
sor. Though of Cancaslan blood, the lalter
secretly conspired with Boulouque, who Invaded
the territory of the republic at the head of 20,000
men, and defeated the Dominlcans in some
skirmishes near Azua and Las Matas, In this
extremity Bantana was recalled by the people.
He vanquished the Haytien army April 22, near
favans Numero, o completely that the war for
the time belng was st an end. Jimenes sdught
a refuge with Boulouque, who made him one of
his dukes, while Bantaon resigned his Dictator-
ship in favor of the newly elected constitutional
President, Buenaventura Baez.

First Presidency of Bnoz,

Baez 1s & mulatto, and waé born at Amia in
the year 1820, His father had taken an active
part in the Insvrrection of 1808, and he was thus
born into public life, as it were, his unques-
tloned talents, not less than his wealth, contrl-
buting largely to his Influence. He had been
the most intimate friand of Bantana, and to hls
influence was owing In & measure his elevation
to the Presidency at'this oritieal period in the
history of the country. In 1850 Boulonque once
more invaded the country unsuccessfully. Baez
baving, during the latter part of his adminlstra=
tion, favored the policy of the clerieal party,
waa rejected by the people in 1853, and Santans
